The new board will only function as 
a board of reference and arbitration 
in the event of questions arising be- 
tween any of the provinces as to the 
use of interprovicial streams for pow- 
er, irrigation, or other purposes and 
will determine the conditions under 
which such streams may be used. This 
course was agreed upon following a 
suggestion by J. T. Johnson, director 
of water-powers for the Dominion gov- 
ernment, who is attending the confer- 
ence.

Edmonton, Oct. 25.—Succumbing to 
an illness of many months ‘duration, 
Matthew MacCauley, first mayor of 
the town of Edmonton, and one of 
the best-known pioneers of Alberta, 
died at Sexsmith early Saturday morn- 
ing.

NEWSPAPER LAWS 


Hxcerpts from. Newspaper Law, 
| printed for the benefit of any reader 
who may have mistaken ideas regard- 
ing same: 

1. A postmaster is required to give 
notice by letter (returning the paper 
does, not answer the laws) if the sub- 
scriber does not take the paper out’of 
the -post office nad state the reason 
for its not being taken. Any neglect 
to do so makes the postmaster re- 
sponsible to the publisher for pay- 
ment. 

2. If any person orders his paper 
discontinued he must ‘pay all arrears 
or the publisher may .continue to send 
it until payment is made and collect 
the whole amount whether the paper 
is taken from the office or not. There 
can be no legal discontinuance until 
payment is made, 

3. Any person who takes a paper 
from the post office, whether directed 
to his name or another, or whether 
he subscribes or not, is responsible for 
payment, 

4. If a subscriber orders his paper 
stopped at a certain time and the pub- 


scriber is bound to pay for it if he 
takes it out of the post office. This 
follows the principle that a man must 
pay for what he uses.
